cultivation in the shortest possible time. 

And what is true of British Columbia is more or less 
true of the eastern provinces of the Dominion, where the 
industry needs rescuing from a state of partial decay. The 

| possibilities of the fruit growing industry in Canada, par- 
ticularly the west, transcends the fondest dreams of the 
average fruit grower. The wealth of our forests, minerals, 
fisheries and various branches of ordinary agriculture is 
sirsply fabulous; but fruit growing will some day equal 
any one of these and may become the banner industry of 
that grand young nation whose star of future power, wealth 
and influence is on the ascendency and is shining forth in 
the northern skies with ever increasing lustre and brilli- 
ancy. While we acknowledge the superiority of no other 
people on earth, we are ever ready to extend the right hand 
uf fellowship in the spirit of reciprocal goodwill, for mutual 
profit and advancement tu all wh» approach us on the basis 
And in the development of this, 
the highest order of agricultural pursuits, the fruit growers 
of Canada welcome the fraternal co-operation of their 
brethren in the United States.
